Trails of the Lorimer investigation yester- 
day and last night were alive with travelers 
headed for Springfield, where the Helm sen- 
atorial committee ener will resume its humt 
for the “higher up” contributors to the 
$100,000 Lorimer fund. 

Developments of the day in widely sep- 
arated cities indicated that important dis- 
coveries may have been made, and in addi- 
tion there will come toa crisis the question 
of contempt for President Edward Tilden of 
the National Packing company and several 
banking officials who have disregarded gub- 
peenas duces tecum, directing them to bring 
in checka, stubs, and bank records. 

The night train for Springfield carried John 
J. Healy, attorney for the Helm committee. 
Mr. Tilden and C. F. Wiehe, the Hines Lum- 
ber company secretary, who is said to have 
boasted that he contributed $10,000 to the 
fund, are expected to be on hand this morn- 
{ng to testify in Springfiela. 

That the Helm committee will make fits 
most determined effort to get at the bottom 
truth was indicated by the arrangements for 
sittings for two or three days this week to 
hear testimony. 


New $10,000 Gift Is Heard Of. 

One of the day’s stories, being the one that 
attracted the most attention, if only be- 
cause it brought tn names entirely new to 
the inquiry, was based upon a subpcena is- 


sued for F, of Rockford, IIL, 
where he is secretury of the Barber-Cétedian 
Manufacturing company. He is a probable 
witness today. 


The subpeena was issued because of a re- 
port that, several months ago, Elwood hed 
told how, while secretary to G. F.. Sulzberger 


had drawn and sent to Edward Tildeén a $10,- 
@00 check, the time being shortly after Lori- 
mer’s election. 

Officers of the Sulzberger company, how- 
ever, not only declared such a statement, if 
made by Elwood, was an absolute Me, but 
pledged themselves to seek Elwood’s indict- 
ment for perjury before the Sangamon coun- 
ty grand jury, if he appeared before the 
Helm committee and made the allegations 
attributed to him. 

They further declared their books were 
open for the fullest inspection, which was in- 
vited, and declared themselves anxious to 
Mspe! any suspicion in the public mind or 
among individuals that they hed contributed 
to Lorimer’s election. 


Sulzberger Denies $10,000 Story. 

“TI do not think that Mr. Elwood made any 
sich statement,”’ said G. F. Sulzberger, “ and 
I have more than one reason. If, however, 
he did say either that he drew up or sent 
such a check or carried such a sum of money, 
$10,000, to Edward Tilden, his assertion is an

BURNS OUTLINES 
BASIS OF CHARGES 


Detective Says That He Can 
- Show the Accused Men 
Were in Los Angeles. 


Columbus, O., April 24.—Detective W. J. 

Burns tonight gave out a statement detailing 
the evidence he has secured against the Los 
Angeles dynamite suspects. 
“When J. W. McNamara arrives in Los 
Angeles he will be identified as the man who 
purchased dynamite from the Giant Powder 
company in that city and who used the alias 
of J. B. Bryce at the time,’ said Burns. 
“ Aside from saying that he fits the de- 
scription of the man who purchased the dyna- 
mite, I am not privileged at this time to say 
what other facts we have on which to base 
our conclusions. But you may say that lam 
absolutely positive that he will be recognized 
az the purchaser of the dynamite. 

“Two sticks of dynamite placed under the 
Times building failed to explode. They were 
taken to the Giant Powder company and 
identified as pieces which were purchased 
by this man Bryce.’’ 


Had Two Confederates. 

Burns Said that with McNamara when he 
bought the dynamite were David Caplan and 
M. A. Schmidt, for whom detectives have 
been searching since the dymamiting oc- 
curred. These two men, Burns said, were 
anarchists and had no connection with the 
International Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers. 

‘“* We have learned that McNamara [J. W.] 
was in the pay of J. J. McNamara, secretary 
of the iron workers’ association, during the 
time that he was in Los Angeles, and we also 
have proof that McManigal was in the pay 
of the secretary,” continued Burns. 

‘Did McManigal have anything to do with 
the Times blowup?” 

“No, he is not charged with having had a 
hand in that. He was the - man who blew up 
the Liewellyn iron works several weeks 
later.”

J. J. McNamara furnished the money neces- 
sary to pull off both of the Los Angeles jobs.

Burns Gets New Evidence. 

Mr. Burns gave this information while on 
the way from Toledo to Columbus. Whilein 
the former city today, Burns, with the assist- 
ance of Chief of Police Knapp, took posses- 
sion of a suitcase belonging to J. W. McNa- 
rara, who was arrested in Detroit. The suit- 
ease had been left in the Union station here. 

‘In the suitcase were found several! balls 
of twine and a quantity of wrapping paper. 
The twine and the paper are of the same ma- 
terial as that found wrapped about the dyna- 
mite we found in Indianapolis,” said Burns, 
“1 understand that five places were to be 
dynamited in Detroit. I do not remember 
the names of the places, however. Several 
places which had been picked out were in 
the course of construction and others were 
iron works with the open shop policy, I am 
told. One place in Toledo was to be dyna- 
mited. It was a building being erected by the 
McClintock Marshall company. I do. not 
know the name of the firm. 

“The key with which we opened the suit- 
case was one of a bunch which we took from 
McNamara when he was arrested in Indian- 
apolis. The suitcase was grease stained, 
which was caused by dynamite being carried 
in it.” 


Denies There Was Confession. 
“T note by today’s dispatches that the po- 
lice of Chicago say Ortle McManigal con- 
fessed to me,” continued Mr. Burns. “ This 
ta incorrect. He d@id not confess, although 
I admit he did make several damaging ad- 
missions en route from Detroit to Chicago.

Fugitive Members of Bomb Gang 
Reported Cornered by 
Detectives. 


One hundred thousand dollars is said to 
have been raised as a national! fund for the 
defense of the two McNamara brothersiand 
Ortie E McManigal, now én route to Cali- 
fornia in heavy irons to face a charge of 
wrecking the Los Angeles Times builaing and 
murGcering twenty-one men. 

It is also reported and apparently verified 
by yesterday's developments in the case that 
Clarence 8. Darrow, organized labor's 
strongest bulwark in the criminal courts, 
has been retained as chief counsel for the 
defense. He is expected by the unions to 
Guplicate tie feat by which he wrested 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone, of the 
Western Federation of Miners, from the law 
that sought ineir Hives in payment for that 
of Gov. Steunenberg of Idaho. 

Accompanied by Edward N. Nockels, 
secretary of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
Mr. Darrow ieft shortly after noon yestey- 
day for Indianapolis. The two arrived in 
that city early in the evening and conierred 
until a late hour with associates of John J. 
McNamara, secretary of the International 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers’ union, 
accused as the brains of the wholesale 
dynamite conspiracies. AP 


Woman Betrayed Gang. 

Disclosures to the effect that a woman was 
directly responsible for the capture of the 
three members of the “clock bomb’”’ gang 
were made last evening in Chicago. This 
woman, who is now im California, was infat- 
uated with James McNamara, whose Lotha- 
rinlike characteristics form a part of the 
police tips sent out to aid in his capture. 
After the Los Angeles explosion the pair 
quarreled and the woman “tipped off’ the 
al’eged authors to the Burne detective agency 
in a mysterious telephone conversationtothe 
Los Angeles manager. 

The woman, who is said to have some con- 
nection with the unknown ‘“‘ Jane Doe ”’ in- 


by the California grand jury, gave the names 
of Kaplan, James McNamara, and Schmidt 
to the detectives. Later she was located and 
imterviewed by operatives and promised to do 
all in her power to bring her recalcitrant 
sweetheart to bar. 

An attempted reconciliation with the 
Woman on the part of McNamara, it is said, 
brought the direct clew to the whereabouts 
o* himself and McManigal. It is believed 
that the “clock bomb.” man wrote a letter 
to the woman from Chicago, where he was 
staying at McManigal’s house during the lat- 
ter part of October, and the woman imme- 
diately told the agency men where the wanted 
men could be found. 


Hot on Trail of Fugitives 

In the meantime operatives of the Puree 
detective agency are straining to make good 
on their assertions of Saturday and Sunday, 
that the arrest of the other two men im- 
plicated in Ortie McManigal's confession, 
Harry Kaplan and Matt Schmidt, was only a 
matter of hours. 

It was repeated yesterday at the Chicago 
headquarters of the agency that these two 
fugitives were so nearly cornered that all thet 
remained was to tighten the lines surround- 
ing them the merest trifle and then step in 
and grab them. 

Raymond J. Burns would not say where the 
two men were, but indicated that the reports 
received at short intervals from his field 
operatives were growing more encouraging 
hourly. 

It is reported that William J. Burns wilj 
return to Chicago from Ohio tomorrow. It 
was said a few days ago that one of the 
fugitives was in Ohio. Conjectures were in- 
dulged in at the agency headquarters as to 
whether the head of the service might not 
have engineered a coup similar to that after 
the arrest of McNamara and McManigal in 
Detroit. However, it seems hardly possible 
even to those familiar with his methods that 
he can have either Kaplan or Schmidt in 
secret custody for a sweating similar to that 
which produced the confession of MgManigai, 


Prisoners Reported Worried. 

Word from the guards in charge of John J. 
McNamara, secretary of the Internhktiona! 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers; James 
J. McNamara, his brother, and Ortie E. Mc- 
Manigal, who are being hurried to Los 
Angeles, said the prisoners all were worried 
but noncommunicative with the exception 
of McManigal. 

Further details concerning the alleged 
working methods of the structural iron 
dynamiting gang were disclosed yesterday, 
showing that John J. McNamara, from his 
Indianapolis office, had directed for at least 
two years a campaign of bomb throwing and 
incidental slaughter of human beings 
wherever union labor desired revenge against 
capitalistic interests. 

The Burns agency officials declared ttcir 
own investigations, covering a period of six 
months, augmented by statements made by 
McManigal, had made it possible to prove 
every move of the gang for a period of more 
than a year. All the bomb work of the last 
few months, they said, was performed by 
James McNamara and McManigal, working 
-dut of Chicago as headquarters. ' 

Documentary evidence bearing on the out- 
rage#’ which were perpetrated from Los 
Angeles ih the west to Springfield, Mass., In 
the east. is all that is lacking, and the reason 
for that is that McNamara, the head of the 
conspirators, never committed any instruc- 
tions to writing pad or telegraph blank. 


Tells How Pair Worked. 

** James McNamara made his headquarters 
in Cincinnati, his home, or in Chicago, at 
the Sangamon street residence of McMani- 
gal,"" Raymond Burns said. “ Both the men 
reported to John McNamara regularly in per- 
son without telephone or telegraph summons 
or a line of writing. If there was nothing to 
do they ieft Indianapolis and showed up again 
in a short time.. The whole scheme was 
cleverly worked and we have every particle 
of evidence necessary to show it up in full.”

Mrs. McManigal Short of Funds. 

Although Chicago labor leaders and mem- 
bers of the unions are championing their Chi- 
cago fellow unionist, McManigal, and putting 
up thousands of dollars for the defense of 
himself and accused “ pals,” not a cent has 
found its way from the Chicago structural 
iron workers’ local to the littl Sangamon 
street flat, where Mrs. McManigal and her 
two children are living. 

Mrs. McManigal said last evening that she 
would have to give up the cheap rear flat. 
She said no member of her husband's union 
had called to offer aid or to help her. 

“I guess I will store the furniture and get 
away from this,’’ shesaid. ‘‘ Wecan't afford 
to keep the flat now. And the detectives who 
have caused the arrest of my husband would 
have people believe that he received big sums 


of money for doing these explosion jobs! It’s | 


all wrong—he’s innocent; I know it." 
“Why,” she added, bitterly, “if he wag 
making a fot of money as they say, would we 
be living like this, tn a place that’s scarcely 
fit for any onetoinhabit?

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ITALIAN IS SLAIN 


IN VIEW OF POLICE 


Man Shot Near Twenty-second 
Street Station; Murderer 
Caught After Chase. 


VICTIM ALSO WAS ARMED. 


Prisoner Declares He Was Robbed 
and Only Acted in Self- 
Defense. 


An italian murder, which the police think 
is a Mafia case, took place at 9 o'clock last 
night almost in front of the Twenty-second 
street police station. The victim's identity has 
not been established. His slayer is locKed up 
a. the Twenty-second street station. He gave 
the name of James Buroni and his address as 
453 South State street. 

In a notebook found in the clothing of the 
slain man was the name “ 8. Covi, 501 Second 
avenue, Alpena, Mich.”” A newspaper clip- 
ping containing an account of the Camorrist 
trial in Italy also was found among the arti- 
cles in his possession. 


Was Shot Three Times. 

The finding of the clipping leads the police 
to believe that the murdered man was a 
member of the Camorra band or a sympa- 
thizer. 

The victim was shot three times—in the 
right breast, the neck, and in the back be- 
tween the shoulder blades. 

He was hurried to the People’s hospital, 
one block from the scene of the shooting, but 
was dead when the doctors examined him. 
In his pocket was found a loaded revolver 
of the magazine type. 

Burom wes captured at Archer and Went- 
worth avenues. 


Prisoner Tells of ““Holdup.”’ 

He told the police that the man and 
another italian had held him up and robbed 
him of $75. Both, he declared, spoke in Ital- 
lan when they stopped him and demanded 
his money. One of the men put a revolver 
to his head, he asserted, while the other 
rified his pocket. 

Besides the revolver, which was found on 
the slain man, a stiletto with a five inch 
blade also was found. In the note book were 
two cards, one of Bernard Barasa, attorney, 
1613 Masonic Temple, and the other Mrs 
Vita Geraci, 825 Grand avenue. Addresses 
of persons in Tampa, Fla., New Orleans, Los 
Angeles, and a half dozen other cities were 
written in the book. He worea seal ring with 
the initials ‘‘ P. LJ” 


Shot Near Police Station. 

The shooting took place in front of 142 West 
Twenty-second street. Five shots were dis- 
charged at the victim, but two of the oul- 
lets did not hit him.

Up with Steamfitters. 


Will Result in Strikes. 


The war of the plumbers’ union against the 
steamfitters is said by labor leaders to be 
nearing a crisis. 
delegates of the Building Trades council yes- 
terday declared themselves with the steam~- 
fitters. 

Last night they mailed notices to the archi- 
tects of all important buildings in the course 
of construction that the employment of im- 
ported steamfitters brought to Chicago by 
the plumbers would mean an immediate 
strike. At a meeting in the afternoon the 
delegates adopted a resolution to this effect. 


300 Men Drop Their Work. 

Members of other trades unions expressed 
sympathy with the steamfitters in the after- 
noon, when 300 men employed at the ne 
Harrison Trust company’s building in Mon- 
roe street dropped their work when some of 
the imported steamfitters were given jobs. A 
riot cali was sent in, but the workmen left 
the building without trouble. 

Last Thursday nearly 750 men employed at 
the Heisen building struck in sympathy with 
the steamfitters. 


Contractors Take Up the Fight. 

Several contractors have taken up the fight 
of the plumbers. They have extended prom- 
ises that there would be no strikes where 
their men were employed. The recent walk- 
outs of several hundred men indicate the im- 
poesibility of iving up to this promise.

For several weeks her life even was 
despaired of, and it was feared that she might 
lose her mind, ‘ 

“My sister has been able to get up and 
walk around the house for the last few days,”’ 
said Mr. Staunton. “ She has walked around 
the yard the last day or two, but she has not 
gone away from her home atall It will be 
a long time till she will recover her full 

‘physical strength, if she ever does. 


No Motive Is Shown. 

“7 am glad and all the friends of Mrs.

President Judson Sees Changes in the 
American Colleges. 


Two per cem of less of the young women 
students in the junior colleges et the Univer- 
sity of Chicago are planning to marry, ac- 
cording to a camvass recorded by Mise Marian 
Talbot, dean of women, In the annual report 
of President Harry Pratt Judson. 

The canvases included ninety-six women tn 
the freshmen and sophomore classes chosen 
from the beginning of the alphabetical list. 


| Fifteen of those interviewed refused to tell 


| what they were going to do when they grad- 


uated. Perhaps byl should be added to the 
two who frankly” confessed that they ex- 
pected to be “ homekeepers.”’ 

More than half—fifty-six—decilared that 
they were going to teach, though only one of 
these had chosen the kindergarten, one the 
grammar grades, and five household admin- 
istration; the rest planned to teach such sub- 


jects as Latin, mathematica, and physical 
cutture, 

Five announced their purpose as “ general 
culture’; one planned to become a physi- 
clan; another a landscape architect, and four 
to go into journalism. 


Series of Conferences Held. 
Miss Talbot does not take the figures too 


seriously. After the canvass a series of 
conferences On different vocations was held, 
to which the women were invited. Forty of 
them attended: that: on * household manage- 
ment.” t ‘ 

“Tt is interesting to note,” Miss Talbot 
comments, “that while only two out of 
ninety-six women specified homekeeping as 
their vocation the conference on household 
management drew the largest attendance 
but one.” 

The object of the canvass and the confer- 
ences was to enable members of the faculty 
to advise the women students better in their 
choice of courses. 

President Judson in concluding his own 
report sald that it would not be surpris- 
ing if some quite startling changes is the 
organization of the American college come 
to pass. 


Sees Changes in Colleges. 

“The history of the American college has 
shown an interesting and peculiar develop- 
ment, resulting from social conditions in 
our own country,’ Dr. Judson says. ‘‘ While 
originally planned on the model of the Eng- 
lish college, the evolution hag taken a dif- 
ferent line, and the inetitution now is in its 
essentials unlike that of any other country. 

“The great development of the physica} 
sciences and the social sclences, the intro 
duction of the elective system, the growth of 
large colleges, and the organization of teach- 
nical work all have tended to create totally 
different conditions from those in the early 
years of the college. 

“In the®@meantime the form of the olé or- 
ganization is continued, without being well 
adapted to new requirements. The Amer- 
ican college problem as it exists in these 
opening decades of the twentieth century 
has not yet been solved, and needs a careful] 
and intelligent study.”

STOP ELEVATION 


Council Committee Orders Oak 
Park “L” to Raise Its 
Tracks. 


CLAIMS IT HASN’T MONEY. 


I. C. and Pennsylvania Also In- 
-¢luded in Action of the 
Aldermen. 


The council committee on track elevation 
heard some more novel arguments against 
that style of construction yesterday by Clar- 
ence A. Knight, president of the Chicago 
and Oak Park Elevated railroad. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Knight's objections, 
the committee decided to recommend for pas- 
sage a mandatory ordinance compelling the 
elevation of the roa’s tracks between West 
Fifty-@econd avenue and Austin avenue, the 
Oak Park village boundary, the work to be 
completed by the end of 1913. W.J. Raymer, 
superintendent of track elevation, considers 
this measure ‘bullet proof.” 

Mr. Knight started with his usual request 
that the Oak Park line's franchises chould 

‘be extended to expire concurrent in 1944. 

“Tt is impossible to finance a road cost- 
ing $500,000 a mile on a twenty year fran- 
chise,"”” he declared. 


Knight Makes Novel Plea. 
‘We're not financing the Oak Park road,” 
observed Mr. Raymer. ‘I'm against giving 
you pvactically $150,000 to elevate your 
tracks.’’ 
‘‘Then you will have to wait until we can 
raise the money,”’ retorted the ‘‘L’’ presi- 


dent. 

The committee also decided to report favor- 
ably ordinances for the elevation of the 
South Chicago branch of the Illinois Central 
from the main line west of the Parkside sta- 
tion at Seventy-first street and Stony Island 
avenue to Ninety-first street, and the eleva- 
tion of the Panhandle tracks of the Pennsyl- 
vania system from Thirty-ninth to Sixty 
ninth streets. with a connecting link at 
Englewood with the Fort Wayne division. 
It is planned to force the I. C. to build a 
trestle rather than a fill. 


Now Knight Would Elevate. 

An ordinance for the elevation of the Chi- 
cago and Oak Park Elevated railroad tracks 
in that suburb was introduced in the board 
meeting last night at Oak Park, but after it 
was discussed and one feature objected to by 
citizens, action was delayed until a later 
meeting. 

President Knight of the elevated road pre- 
sented the ordinance, which called for an 
embankment structure throughout the vil- 
lage, with the exception of the territory at 
Home and Oak Park avenue, where a steel 
structure is proposed, the street at this point 
being too narrow to admit of the building of 
an embankment.

Cache May Be Hiding Place of 
Shakspeare Mystery Key.

LONDON, April 24.—According to the Dally 
Express a startling development has taken 
place in the search for the Bacon-Shakspeare 
secret which the Duke of Beaufort and Dr. 
Orville Owen are conducting in the bed of the 
River Wye at Chepstow. 

This development is “ the discovery, eighty 
yards from the scené of their excavations, of 
@ cache which may possibly be the roof of a 
hiding place, in which Francis Bacon is sup- 
posed to have buried his key to the mystery 
of the Shakespeare plays.” 

The Duke of Beaufort’s agem, H. Pierie 
Gordon, said the spot at which the cache was 
found is indicated with astounding clearness 
ina series of new Bacon cyphers the explorers 
have just obtained, These readings are of 
an extraordinary character, but Owen isi re- 
luctant to publish them until he has mede 
a further examination of the cache, which go 
far has been only superficially exposed to 
view.

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Elgar Conducts His 
Choral Masterpiece.

HE Shenield choir and sixty members of 

the Thomas orchestra joined forces under 

the baton of the composer last night in 

Orchestra hall, in the presentation of Sir 

Edward Elgar’s oratorio, “ The Dream of 
Gerontius.” Thanks to the inspiration of the 
composition, which holds a place of undisputed 
preéminence in modern choral literature, to the 
authority, simplicity and eloquence of the com- 
poser’s interpretation, and the splendid singing 
of the chorus, the concert became one of the 
most important of a season filled with notable 
ovents. , 

It needed only the participation of soloists of 
greater powers and of larger orchestral forces 
to make it complete. The full Thomas orchestra 
should have oeen employed for so great a score 
as Elgar's “ @erontius.” Unfortunately the man- 
agement saw fit to content itself with the so- 
caiied ‘road orchestra,” that portion of the or- 
ganization that takes part,in the annual spring 
festival tour, ‘with possibly a few more in the 
string department; and while the men gave of 
their best efforts willingly and with enthusiasm, 
the balance between string and wind sections 
was disturbed by the numerical weakness of the 
former. 

This circumstance is the more to be regretted 
since the opportunity to receive at first hand one 
of the most inspired messages in the whole 
realm of sacred art was thereby subjected to 
unnecessary limitations; and the feeling is un- 
avoidable that both the composer and the work 
were deserving of at least that measure of re- 
spect that taxes no thought of financial consid- 
‘crations. The public interest would likewise 
seem to have justified more generous methods, 
for the audience practically filled the house. 
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“The Dream of Gerontius” was given by the 
Apollo club several seasons ago. But the im- 
pression then acquired was by no means 80 fa- 
vorable as that which resulted from last night's 
performance. The difference is less a matter 
of ability in the forces engaged than a question 
of interpretative spirit. As Elgar reads his 
own work it takes on the importance of a mas- 
terpiece worthy to be ranked with several of 
the sacred classics. Because of the difference 
in ideals, as well as in technic, a comparison 
with the works of the distant past has little 
value. If, on the other hand, one contrast it 
with Wagner's “ Parsifal,” one discovers a close 
spiritual kinship, and even certain technical 
resemblances. In the latter Wagner has some- 
what the advantage of the comparison. But in 
spirit, nobility, and beauty of total effect Elgar 
seems to stand much closer to accepted ideals 
of religious feeling in art. 

The beautiful poem of Cardinal Newman has 
supplied him with his subject, and to the mu- 
sical symbolization of its imaginative and emo- 
tional content Elgar has brought a new version 
of an old art. -He builds a consistent poly- 
phonic structure that, in all parts which are 
designed to express spiritual ideas, avoids that 
pronounced melodic utterance commonly. de- 
scribed as tuneful, for the nobler idiom of an 
all pervading melody. This endless melody fol- 
lows each inflection of feeling in the text with 
an emphasis so subtle and so free from all hint 
of the dramatic that the first impression is one 
of a monotonous sequence of musical plati- 
tudes, embellished with the graces of a wonder- 
full instrumental and harmonic art. In short, 
Elgar has fitted the polyphony of the middle 
ages to the rich harmonic and orchestral pa- 
lette of the present, and in doing this he has 
enriched music with a new and unexhausted 


idiom. 
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If this new musical speech seems at times to 
be too carefully selected it must be remem- 
bered that it is seeking to express a new ideal 
in the art, to explore realms in the heart and 
the imagination that heretofore have not been 
revealed in song. A complete departure from 
accepted methods is therefore necessary. The 
subject demands ‘it, and Elgar has met that 
demand with the resources of genius. Never- 
theless, the most grateful moment in the work 
was not found in the many scenes that sought 
to depict the mysterious joys of the souls that 
dwell in blessedness but in the wonderful 
chorus that set forth the rage of the demons. 
Here the listener and the composer were on 
familiar ground. The tricks of rhythm, har- 
mony, and dynamics long associated with mu- 
sical expressions of the diabolic have never 
found more effective and original combination 
than Plgar has here accomplished. 

The performance of the Sheffield choir under 
Elgar’s baton was endowed with more distinc- 
tion if not with greater authority than at- 
tached to it on the previous evening under the 
direction of Dr. Coward. The demands of a 
long and sustained work developed its re- 
sources to fuller advantage, especially in the 
direction of the lighter dynamic shades and 
the more delicate tone colors. The technical 
precision of the chorus was admirable, one or 
two surprising departures from tne pitch not- 
withstanding. The chorus of the demons was 
delivered with a virtuosity quite unsurpassed 
by any chorus that has been heard in Chicago 
in recent years. Not even the professional 
chorus of the opera has accomplished more im- 
pressive dramatic effect.

Pageant of Darkness and 
Light Given in Boston. 


OSTON, Mass., April 24.—[Special.]—With 
religious spirit running through its 
beauty and underlying all its music and 
with part ef its power due plainly to 
that spirit, the great “‘ Pageant of Dark- 

ness and Light” was given for the first time 
in the “grand: hall” of Mechanics building 
this evening, reminding most of the spectators 
of the days of Abbey, Schoeffel, and Grau.

At the ciose of the pageant the chorus, massed 
upon the stage, sang a hymn of triumph, and 
then the whole audience rose and sang with 
them ‘Old Hundred.” This took the pageant 
out of the realm of theatrical shows and placed 
it upon the level of religious observances.

F ANY of us is liable to share the prevailing 
view of the people of Hurope that the coun- 
tries of Asia exist to be the prey of Euro- 
pean empires let him. study carefully Dr. 
William Elliot Griffis’ “ CHINA’S STORY IN 

MYTH, LEGEND, ART, AND ANNALS.” It is 
both interesting and profitable reading, giving, as 
it does, a clear, concentrated, and impressive 
description of the various ethnic elements that 
form what we call the Chinese empire, what the 
Chinese call the middle kingdom. Their legend- 
ary history begins nearly 3,000 years before 
Christ. The author’s division of their history 
into various epochs and dynasties, as given in a 
chronological outline, shows that. though to us 
the Chinese seem an inert, immovable people, 
they have really always been in @ state of 
change and evolution. No one set of rulers held 
sway more than a few hundred years. The 
Tsins, or Chins, the Hans, the Tartars, the Mon- 
—, -— finally the Manchus all came in turn, 
na in turn were overwhelmed. But the le 
of the middle kingdom continued to sauthoty. 
The author’s concluding words are: “ China will 
in‘the long run wear olit and overcome overy 
conqueror that tries to conquer her people.” 

Americans can feel justly proud of the atti- 
tude of their government in the settlement of the 
Boxer uprising as contrasted with that “Of other 
countries. We were the only people who had the 
grace to return to China what was left of the 
huge indemnity fund after all just claims of 
American citizens had been settled. This money 
was immediately invested by the Peking govern- 
ment for the education of scores of Chinese 
youth—two hundred, I believe—in America. 

The fact that now the Chinese are able to pro- 
duce and lay down pig fron in San Francisco and 
farther east more cheaply than it can be made in 
America marks, says Dr. Griffis, the beginning 
of another economic revolution. 

If we bring to the study of this little under- 
stood people sympathy and an open mind, we 
shall do them and ourselves more justice. This

Gutenburg Copy Brings Record 
Price Ever Paid for Book. 


HOE COLLECTION ON SALE. 


Auction in New York Will Dispose of 
$1,000,000 Library. 


New York, April 24—The first book ever 
printed from movable type tonight brought 
the highest price ever paid for any book. The 
prize was the Gutenburg Bible, the pur- 
chaser Henry E. Huntington of Los Angeles, 
aud the price $50,000. 

The purchase was made at the opening 
session of the sale of the library of the late 
Robert Hoe, the largest public auction sale 
of books ever attempted. 

Total sales for the day and night sessions 
were $134,866 for 379 nambers. 

Next to the Gutenberg Bible, the Book of 
St. Albans, compiled by Juliana Berners and 
published by Caxton in 1486, brought the 
highest price—$12,000—also bought by Mr. 
Huntington. It is the third book ever set up 
in type by English printers. 


Chicago Man a Purchaser. 

The tenth book of the History of the Ethi- 
opians, by Heliodorus, printed in Basie, 
Switzerland, by Icannein Oporinum in 1552 
and bound by Grolter, went to Walter M. Hill 
of Chicago for $5,000. 

A history of Italy by Francesco Guicciar- 
dini, bound by Nicholas Eve in 1561, with a 
full length portrait in mosaic of morocco and 
vellum of Henry IIL, was bought for $2,600 
by Mr. Huntington. 


Collection Worth $1,000,000. 

Experts have estimated the Coliection 
to be worth more than a million dollars, and 
wealthy amateurs and dealers from Europe 
have come to vie with the American collector 
in the bidding. 

It was evident from the progress of the 
sale that the Amenican bidders were taking 
the cream of the offerings at prices averag- 
ing higher than any ever before offered at 
a public book auction. 

The highest price previously paid at a pub- 
lic auction for the Gutenburg Bible was $20,- 
000; at which Bernard Quaritch purchased it 
in England fourteen years ago. 


Copy Printed in 1450, 

At a private sale he disposed of it shortly 
afterward to Mr. Hoe ata profit of $2,500, and 
it has remained in. the Hoe collection. ever 
since. The copy was printed some time be- 
tween 1450 and 1455. 

Bidding for the Bible was spirited, with 
Bernard Quaritch, son of the former owner, 
participating, until the bids passed the $21,000 
mark. From there it jumped by thousands 
at a clip to $45,000. At $49,000°P. A. B. 
Widener of Philadelphia, who had been the 
most determined of the runners-up, dropped 
out of the race, and the even $50,000 was bid 
by Mr. Huntington.

The great mass of union men are law 
abiding citizens, a credit to the country, and 
a great source of its strength and prosper- 
ity. The progressive betterment of these 
citizens ought to be and is the concern of 
the nation. But it is these men who must 
be first to set their faces against the vio- 
lence and criminality practiced by vicious 
or misguided men in the union ranks. If it 
should be proved that the Times building 
was destroyed in a labor plot, the tragedy 
will prove to be far more hurtful to the 
‘eause of union labor than to its recalcitrant 
enemies.

United Kingdom whose power and impor- 
tance exceed that of a larfe proportion of the 
members of the peerage, and who, although 
his name attracts but little attention when he 
travels abroad, nevertheless commands the 
utmost regard and respect everywhere in his 
native land. 

Charles Assheton-Smith is the owner of 
Vaynol park, which has been in the posses- 
sion of his family fer many centuries. There 
are four families on the estate which have 
been in uninterrupted tenancy of the same 
farms for 500 years, afd no less than sixty- 
eight families of tenants have held the same 
farm for 200 years. Vaynol extends over 
84,000 acres, comprising a park, splendidly 
wooded, more than eight miles in circum- 
ference, in which ‘gebras, kangaroos, mon- 
keys, beavers, etc., roam at will; while near 
the mansion, which commands a superb view 
of the Snowden range of mountains, and 
which was built in the eighteenth century, 
is the superbly appointed menagerie, with 
magnificent specimens of lions, tigers, pumas, 
and bears of every description.

The present owner, Mr. Charlies Assheton- 
Smith, was formerly known as Mr. Charles 
Duff, and he assumed the name of Assheton- 
Smith on succeeding to the property of his 
elder brother a few years ago, and tothe in- 
eome of nearly $3,000,000, a considerable por- 
tion of which is derived from the great Dinor- 
wic slate quarries. He isa clever caricaturist, 
and under the signature of “ Cloister”’ has 
contributed many notable cartoons to Lon- 
don Vanity Fair, the most widely known in 
this country béing undoubtedly that which 
represents Admiral Lord Charles Decedusmccy 
as a Chinaman. 

The Assheton-Smit whose weit. terri- 
torial possessions, and quarries, affording 
employment to many thousands of men and 
to their families, endows them with vast po- 
litical influence, have repeatedly been offered 
peerages by the crown, but have invarfably 
refused elevation to the house of lords onthe 
ground that it could afford them no addi- 
tional prestige or distinction. Some years 
ago Assheton-Smith, who ie an uncle of 
Queen Alexandra's pretty maid of honor, 
‘Violet Vivian, visited the United States, 
where, owing to his absence of a title, his 
presence attracted no attention whatsoever.

Assheton-Gmith is one of the three terri- 
torial magnates (the other two being the Duke 
of Bedford and Christopher Leyland, of Hag- 
gerston castie, im Northumberland, first 
cousin Of the late Sir Herbert Naylor Ley- 
land) who are dévoting themselves, with 
cOnsiderable success, tothe breeding of Amer- 
ican buffalees on their respective estates, and 
each of them has now large and constantly 
growing herds of bison, that of the Duke of 
Bedford, at Woburn, in Bediford, being prob- 
ably the largest, although the cattle breed 
best and seem to thrive mest at Haggerston. 
This is all the more remarkable in view of 
the fact that the grand old park lies on the 
coast, exposed to the gales that sweep in 
from the north and northeast across th« 
North sea. Fortunately, however, the park 
is well, wooded, and thia affords the beasts 
plenty of shelter in rough weather. Where 
they look most picturesque, however, is at 
Vaynol park.

After reposing for more than a century ina 
foreign grave, a little princess of the Nether- 
lands has, just been entombed, with much 
pomp and solemnity, in the royal vault of the 
reigning house of Holland, in the misnamed 
Nieuwe Kerk, at Delft--I say misnamed, 
since this so-called New Church dates from 
medieval times. When the French seized 
Holland in 1795 William of Orange, son of 
the last hereditary stadtholder of the Nether- 
lands, sought refuge at Berlin with his Ger- 
man wife, Frederica, daughter of King Fred- 
erick William II. of Prussia, who intrusted 
his Dutch son-in-law with @ command in the 
Prussian army. 


first king of the Netherlands as William I., 
withdrew after the Prussian defeats at Jena 
and at Erfurt, for which he was largely re- 
sponsible, to the Prussian royal] chateau of 
Freienwalde, where his young daughter, Prin- 
cess Pauline, succumbed to a sudden Illness 
and was inteyred in the lecal churchyard. 
Or, rather, the grave was situated on the 
border line dividing the royal estate of Freien- 
walde from the churchyard.

A year or two ago that portion of the Frelen- 
walde estate on which the grave was situated 
was purchased by Dr. Walter Rathenau of 
Berlin, who last February ascertained the 
existence of the grave and the identity of its 
occupant. He’ placed himself in communica- 
tion with Queen Wilhelmina, and after the 
consent of the kaiser had been gecured, ar- 
rangements were made for the transfer of this 
poor little forgotten princess to the royal! 
mausoleum at Delft with full military hon- 
ors, both in Germany and in Holland. 

It ig the only royal mausoleum that con- 
tains the remains of a dog. It wasa pet of 
William the Silent, and had on two separat« 
occasions saved his royal master’s life by 
warning him of the approach of the Spanish 
assassin who eventually murdered him in 
1584. It succumbed to the wounds sustained 
it endeavoring to defend the prince, and’‘it 
was thereupon decided to recognize the devo- 
tion of the animal by entombing it at the feet 
of its illustrious master. 

In this same mausoleum lies oneé of the 
princes of the Netherlands, half-brother of 
the present Queen Wilhelmina, his remains 
garbed in an orange silk quilted petticoat. 
He was crippled from his birth and was com- 
pletely crazy during the closing years of his 
life, his dementia taking the form, among 
other things, of that particular branch of 
masculine attire which has now been usurped 
by the “‘ new woman.” In petticoats he lived 
and in, petticoats, according to his express 
entreaty and command, he was laid in his 
tomb. |

“Oe TAILOR ON SCHEDULE K. 
Davenport, Ia, April 22—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J—I noticed some time ago that the 
wool trust has made a price of $1.17% per 
yard for 17 ounce worsteds for the fall of 1911. 
This means that a suit pattern of 3% yards 
will cost net about $4.12 made of American 
grown wool and manufactufed in our Amer- 


fcean mills by American labor. 


Now, the price of a suit of clothes made 
up of this goods will vary according to the 
amount of tailoring and the quality of the 
linings used in the making. However, I pre- 
sume that the greater portion of this goods 
will be made up into suits that will retail 
from $15 to $25, and if the proposed revision 
downward of this schedule will reduce the 
price of this goods 50 per cent, or instead of 
paying the wool trust $4.12 for the suit pat- 
tern we will be able to procure it for $2.06, 
this, of course, will reduce the price of the 
suit to the consumer from W to 15 per'cent. 
But what will become of our great woo! in- 
dustry?. Does anybody who has given this 
matter a moment's thought believe that it 
can be maintained om this basis? I confess 
I do not. 

The wool growers have been sikh from 
18 to 25 cents per pound for wool, an average 
of 20 cents, and it will take from seven to nine 
pounds to make the three and one-half yards 
to make the suit. Say that seven pounds 
will make it; at 20 cents per pound this will 
make $1.40 for the raw wool Does any one 
believe that three and one-half yards of 
worsted cloth can be manufactured and sold 
for the 66 cents with a living wage for the 
laborer and any reasonable remuneration for 
the capital invested?

ACCIDENT COMPENSATION BILL. 

Aurora, IJL, April 20.—[ Editor of The ‘Trib- 
une. }]—Senate bill No. 283, which has passed 
the senate and is now before the house com- 
mittee, is one of the most farreaching 
measures ever introduced in the Illinois leg- 
islature, and it is important that the people 
of the state should know what its scope is 
before it becomes a law, so that they may 
have an opportunity to protest against its 
passage should they desire to do so. The ob- 
ject of the bill, as set forth in the caption, is 
to provide compensation for accidental in- 
juries or death suffered in the course of em- 
ployment. 

This wilh appeal to most people as a most 
worthy object but one that is most difficult 
of attainment in any other way than on a 
state regulated’ insurance basis, without 
working much hardship and injustice. 


The subject to be déalt with is so complex, 


the industrial life of Illinois or any other 
great state is pursued under such an infinite 
variety of conditions, that no man or set of 
men can formulate rules overturning the 
existing social erder without unintentfon- 
ally working gross injustice and great injury. 

The small employer, one who employs but 
oné person or a few and has perhaps but a 
few hundred dollars invested In a business 

1 is endeavoring to get ahead in the world, 
must pay under this bill on the same basis 
as a large corporation in the event of acci- 
dent. ‘The effect of such a law upon the 
farmers of the state using power machinery

NEW HAVEN GETS 
BOSTON & ALBANY 


Central Lease to Continue, but 
Mellen Men Will Direct 


the Operation. 


AIM TO STOP DEFICIT. 


Governing Officers to Be in Bos- 
ton; Hustis General 
Manager. 


— 


Boston, Mass., April 24.—-[Special.]—The 
Boston and Albany road will become virtually 
part of the New Haven system on July 1. 
While the railroad will continue to be under 
lease to the New York Central, it will be op- 
erated by men acting under the direction of 
President Mellen of the New Haven and 
Boston and Maine. 

The passing of active management of the 
Boston and Albany from the New York Cen- 
tral to the New Haven is a sequel to several 
traffic report concessions recently granted to 
the New Haven over the Boston and Albany 
The New Haven has assumed half the 
deficit of the Boston and Albany, which this 
year amounts to $500,000. 

Hustis to Be General Manager. 

James H. Hustis, now assistant general 
manager of the Boston and Albany, will 
become general manager of that road, in 
complete charge of operation. He will ap- 
point H. M. Briscoe, now assistant freight 
traffic manager, as traffic manager in charge 
of all passenger, mail, express, and freight 
business, and there will be other minor official] 
promotions and changes throughout various 
departments of the road. 

W. C. Brown, president of the New York 
Central, lessee of the Boston and Albany, will 
continue as financial head of the Albany, 
but the governing officers will be in this 
city. 

Under the new operation Mellen will be in 
control of the two trunk lines between Bos- 
ton and the west—the Boston and Albany and 
the Boston and Maine. 

Expected to Benefit Both Roads. 

The arrangement is expected to be beneficial 
to both roads, and through business Mellen 
will be able td divert to the Boston and Al- 
bany is expected to wipe out the deficit and 
earn a profit. 

In return for assuming control of the Bos- 
ton and Albany, the stockholders of whiclt 
are guaranteed 8 per cent dividends, the New 
Haven is to divide the surplus above that 
amount, when the road begins to earn it. 

The Boston and Albany railroad was 
leased to the New York Central ten years 
ago, and since 19038 the deficit has ranged 
yearly from $239,820 in that year to $1.927,837 
in 1907. The deficit last year was $578,337. 


DENIES PLEA FOR. MORE FEES . 
IN CHICAGO. TRACTION CASE. 


Federal Supreme Court Refuses to Re- 
view Claims of Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany and Firm of Lawyers. 


‘Washington, D. C., April 24.—{Special.]— 

The efforts of the Guaranty Trust company of 
New York and of the law firm of Davies, 
Stone & Auerbach to obtain additional al- 
lowances for legal fees and expenses from 
the reorganized Chicago Railways company, 
failed’ when the Supreme court today de- 
clined to review the decision of the lower 
courts denying the claims. 

The fees sought were for services in the 
ninety-nine year franchise litigation and 
the negotiations leading up to the municipal 
traction settlement. 

The court also declined to review the case 
of Ina Law Robertson against whom the 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Chicago directed 


the entering of a judgment for $4,562.as a tax / 


under the inheritance tax law of 1898. The 
estate involved was that of James Law, who 
died in 1899. It became the joint property 
of James, Ellen, and ina Law by a contract 
entered into before the enactment of the in- 
heritance tax law, but the Circuit Court of 
Appeals decided that, notwithstanding this, 
the estate was subject to the tax. 

The court declined to review the case of 
John Stirlen, who was convicted in Chicago of 
a conspiracy in violation of the postal laws 
and sentenced to six months in the house 
of correction.
